caped, 
They have not been caught, 
No definite, certain word has been received

whereabouts since fifteen or twenty minutes after the pair got 
out of jail, 
They disappeared in Yoch’s walnut orchard on 
C street, 
They vanished, 
Roads in' all 
directions 
were 
watched, and the groves were searched, but no trace of the 
fugitives was found,

The two Mexicans escaped from the 
jail as the sheriff was letting Miss M. 
Christine Kerl, missionary, from the 
ward, where she had conducted ser­ 
vices. 
Struggling to hold the door 
against them, the sheriff checked the 
prisoners until Miss Kerl had locked 
an outer door. 
Fearing that the sher­ 
iff would be killed, Miss Kerl did the 
thing she ought not have done. 
She 
unlocked the door at the threat of 
Sainz. 
The two men heat down the 


sheriff, and left him and the woman 
prisoners. 
The sheriff was struck a 
dazing blow, but was not seriously 
hurt. 
Reward Offered 


Sheriff T^icy has offered a reward 
of $1 0 0 apiece for the capture of the 
men. 
They are in civilian 
clothes. 
Both men are known to be desperate 
and cold-blooded. 
Sainz has a repu­ 
tation for taking wild chances, and he 
joys in bullets. 


"Shoot Sainz on sight.

chances," were the instructions pass­ 
ed out by Deputy Sheriff Theo. Lacy, 
Jr., in the hunt yesterday.

Sainz is blue-eyed, a feature most marking him, a 
Mexican. 


Macias is known as Edwardo or Ed Macias. 
Under the name of Ed- 
wardo Macias, he was sent to San Quentin from Los Angeles for grand 
larceny in 
November, 1903, serving two years. 
A Bad Hombre 
Zarco Sainz is a bad hombre from the word go, and ha- been for four­ 
teen years or more. 
He was raised a t Anaheim, talks and writes 
good | 
English. 
His mother, an Indian woman, still lives at 
Anaheim. 
W h e n 1 
about twenty years old, Sainz attacked a woman at Anaheim, and when j 
she resisted him he struck her down with a gun, and fled to Mexico. 
For ! 
a while he was a gendarme at Ensenada. 
There he struck down a Worn-' 
an. and, leaving, robbed a stage. 
H e 
took to smuggling Chinese 
and 
goods. 
He used every trail of the California border. 
At Tia Juana h e 1 
is credited with killing three or four men in brawls. 
His temper flies ! 
up like a torch, and he shoots. 


In a Mexican sheep-camp at Rincon about four years ago he killled 
a man, and was acquitted.
